Mixon and 
CEA settle 
lawsuit 


The Columbus Education Association 
and plaintiffs have settled the lawsuit with 
the state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion Dr. Ted Sanders and the Ohio 
Department of Education. This suit chal- 
lenged the state superintendent's. and 
Department of Education's issuance ofa 
superintendent certificate with deficien- 
cies. The Columbus Public Schools are 
not a part in the settlement agreement 

With no admission of liability, the two 
parties agree to resolve the lawsuit for 
the benefit of both and the educational 
community of Ohio, and in recognition of 
the need for strong school leadership 
throughout the state 

The parties agreed to the following 
terms: 

* Unless direct statutory authority is 
obtained, the state superintendent will 
not issue any superintendent with 
deficiencies or assistant superintendent 
certificates with deficiencies 

* Also, for any individual presently ac- 
ting under certificate with deficiencies or 
for any individual acting under a tem- 
porary certificate as authorized in the 

1993 House Bill 152, effective July 1, 
1993, the state superintendent will pro- 
vide.a state-wide monitoring program to 
provide-assistance—to- anyone Serving. 
under such certificates 

* Dr, Larry Mixon will be eligible for a 
temporary certificate pursuant to the 
terms identified in the 1993 House Bill 
152 contingent upon the following condi- 
tions: 


He was cuffed 
during assault 
witnesses Say

A North East Side man was filed an 
Internal Affairs complaint with the Colum- 
bus Police Department and may seek 
reparations for the alleged police beating 
that occurred on the night of July 16,-in 
front of 550 E. Seymour Ave 

William Green, 23, was walking on 
Seyrnour Ave., when police drove in his 
direction, gave chase, and attacked him 
on the porch of an abandoned house 
There were reportedly over 25 witnesses 
at the scene 

The names of the officers involved 
have. not yet been disclosed 

"The police said, ‘let's kick some a-- 
tonight,’ said Reginald Cooke, Green's 
attorney. “When (Green) heard that he 
ran and hid on the porch. He was ul- 
timately found and five to seven officers 
began to assault him. The officers 
grabbed his head, and pounded it 
repeatedly to the ground. The assault

In the July, 8, 1993. edition of the Call 
and Post, a front page story appeared 
about.a 24 year-old Columbus man 
named Derrick Lee Lipsey who was ar- 
rested on drug charges. Lipsey, who was 
indicted on charges of possession with 
intent to distribute and conspiracy to dis- 
tribute over 500 kilograms (the July 8 
story listed 5. kilograms) of cocaine, 
claims that he was framed 

Lipsey was sentenced to 30 years in 
prison and is currently being held in the 
Pickaway County Correctional Facility in 
Orient, Ohio. 

A week after the story appeared, a 
man who would: not reveal: his identity 


continued. We were also told he was 
assaulted in the car.’ 

Green told his attorney he ran be 
cause he overheard the officers’ state- - 
ment and was aware of a warrant for his 
arrest on an Unpaid speeding ticket 
Green was charged wit one count‘each 
of assault, resisting arrest, possession oft 
marijuana and loitering. He received 
stitches for a head injury and other treal- 
ment for abrasions at a local hospital as 
a result of the alleged assault 

“He was already handcuffed and they 
kept on whipping on him,” said Annetta, 
a neighbor who didn't want to give her 
last name. “They even held his feet 
down.” 

Another witness said two officers were 
on top of Green holding the back of his 
head and beating him. “| walked outside 
and saw Green run in this yard,” said 
Robin Montgomery. “Moments later, 
police ran through the neighborhood. 
They were beating him and they had culfs 
on him. He was in a fetal position and 
police said, ‘Don't move mothert---er, or 

\'l beat your brains out. People were 
yelling, ‘He's not resisting arrest.’ The 
police just laughed,” she said. 

Outraged by the incident, Cooke 
called a law enforcement summit at St 
Stephen's Community Center. 1500 E

Black lawyers outraged

A USA Today study which found glar- 
ing disparities in the rate of incarceration 
of Blacks and whites fér drug offenses 
has been greeted with anger and disap- 
pointment -- but little surprise -- by Black 
attorneys across the state 

The study, which looked at drug arrest 
data from every city in American with a

confirmed the callers allegations or 
provided any new information about the 
case. Representatives from both offices 
simply corroborated facts that were 
presented in the story that appeared in 
the July 8 edition 

Lipsey based his argument that he 
was framed on the fact that no cocaine 
was found in-his-pessession by the 
police. U.S, Marshall Ed Sargus con- 
firmed that the prosecution's main 
evidence was testimony from witnesses 


who claimed that Lipsey purchased large 
amounts of cocaine from them 

Sargus did provide information on 
Lipsey’s prior record, which includes ar- 
rests for carrying a concealed weapon 
assault, and resisting arrest. According to 
the information that Sargus gave. Lipsey 
has never been arrested on drug charges 
before 

Dixon, Lipsey'’s mother, did acknow 
ledge that her house was raided for 
crack. She said that a couple of boys 
were staying over her house with her son 
Devon and that the boys brought the 
crack in without her knowledge. She said 
CHET found 30 units of crack on the floor 
where the boys were sleeping. Devon 
was arrested for drug trafficking. even 
though he wasn't involved in it said 
Dixon. She believes the police tried to 
intimidate Devon into giving them infor 
mation about Derrick 

Dixon, who was evicted after the raid 
says, “It's just more harassment.’ 

Dixon and her daughter DeMona say 
the police have continually harassed 
them and the rest of their family since 
Derrick was arrested, Demona said her 
brother Don was arrested for loitering, 
which she believes was a petty attempt 
to upset the family on the part of the 
police

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Columbus had the greatest disparity of 
any city if the country with-more ‘tian 
400,000 residents -- Blacks in Columbus 
were 18 times more likely to be arrested 
on drug offenses than whites 

Among all 195 cities of over 100,000 
residents, Columbus was tied with 
Alexandria, Virginia as having the eighth 
largest disparity 

In other Ohio cities, Blacks were 10 
times more likely to be arrested than 
white in Toledo and Akron; seven times 
more likely in Dayton; six times more 
likely in Cleveland, and four times more 
likely in Cincinnati 

A study by the National Institute Drug 
Abuse found that Blacks were slightly 
more likely than whites to have been 
recent users of drugs -- 16 percent in 
1991, versus 12 percent for whites. How- 
ever, nationally, Blacks are four times 
more likely than whites to be arrested for 
drug usage: 

And the disparity has risen over the 
years: while Biacks..who comprise 12 
percent of the nation’s population, repre- 
sented 30 percent of those arrested on 
drug charges in 1984, they represented 
40 percent of those arrested in 1988 and 
42 percent in 1991

in an exhaustive brand aware- 
ness study conducted by View- 
Pdint, Inc., a Chicago-based 
market research firm, it was 
revealed that African American con- 
sumers were unaware and 
surprised that many of the haircare 
products they have been buying 
were not manufactured by African 
Anjerican companies. 

‘This two-phased study included 
thé use of focus groups and 500 
telephone interviews with African 
American haircare consumers in 
the ten largest markets of the 
country. The margin of error for 
these findings is four percent. 

The study further showed that 
Black consumers had assumed that 
brands such as African Pride, TCB 
and Dark & Lovely were manufac- 
tured by African American com- 
pahies to such an extent that these

“The police spend a lot of time 
doing drug sweeps in Black neigh- 
borhaods," Hardiman asserted. 

In Columbus, the police 
department's ACE program -- Ac- 
tive Criminat Eviction -- has been 
questioned by some as rai | too 
focused on street crime in Black 
neighborhoods. In its first year, the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
threatened the city with a suit charg- 
ing that the police department had 
violated the civil rights of some per- 
sons in high-crime areas targeted 
by ACE. 

Atthe same time, programs such 
as ACE have been applauded by 
Blacks as helping to address the 
problem of street crime. 


example, six of the-eight most 
popular non-African American 
owned brands on the market use 
names which suggest the African 
American culture or use 
African/African American graphics 
or lexicon to identify their brand 
registrations.

African Pride; TCB; Dark & Love- 
ly; Let's Jam; Right On Curl and 
Bone Straight. 

Additionally, 79 percent of the 
African American consumes said 
that it is important to them that they 
purchase haircare products which 
are made by African American 
manufacturers and 77 percent of 
these consumers said that if they 
knew which brands were African 
American, they would show a 
preterence for these brands in their 
future purchases. 


“Most of the crack houses are in 
minority neighborhoods,” Waddy 
said, and Blacks are often the ones 
COpIRER NIRS to police about the 
presence of drug activity. 

‘Black folks are so fed up with 
drug dealers that we spend more of 
our time calling police to bust crack 
houses” than whites, Waddy as- 
serted 

At the same time, Waddy 
charged that police -- who have 
wide discretion on who to arrest -- 
may be more likely to arrest Blacks 
than whites in similar situations 

“There's always going to be a 
built-in bias in the police depart- 
ment,” Waddy asserted. “Absent 
sensitivity training on an ongoing 
basis and complete integration of 
the police department, it will be 
there forever. 

Waddy urged the new commis- 
sion formed by Ohio Supreme 
Court Chief Justice Thomas Moyer, 
which is studying the impact of the 
justice system on African- 
Americans, to address the issues 
raised in the study.

Community center gives 
Greenbrier a new image

Greenbrier residents have 
teamed up to build a neighborhood 
with growing pride and less fear. 
The sprawling East Side apartment 
complex was once infamous for 
drug-related crime and killings 
With the recently opened 
Greenbrier Community Enrichment 
Center; that negative reputation is 
changing 

The enrichment center offers 
support groups for single parents, 
academic support for Greenbrier 
Students, monthly senior lunch- 
eons, an on-site library, a food and 
clothing pantry for families, a youth 
activity program, weekly prayer 
meetings, a Sunday. morning wor- 
ship service and a monthly resident 
newsletter. 

The programs are a community 
Collaboration of residents, volun- 
teers, area churches, Greenbrier 
management and local service or- 
ganizations 

As the first social service agency 
to come on board, Lutheran Social 
Services’ (LSS) Greenbrier Food 
Pantry offers families a three day 
supply of food once a month 

"We're excited to be able to ex- 
pand our ministry and work side by 
side with residents to offer families 
close access to food necessities." 
said Fran Haskins, LSS community 
services director. "There's real 
need here, and we're glad to be 
able to serve that need." 

"We Serve seniorcitizens and we 
also serve disabled," said center 
volunteer Ruby McCormick 

The food pantry serves residents 
in the 43219 and 43209 areas and 
iS supported through a grant from 
the Ingram-White Castle Founda- 
tion: 

Over the past.18 months, crime 
in the area has decreased by 40 
percent 

"People are taking more respon- 
sibility and the community is 


fesponding -very .positively.” said

Resident volunteers meepweek- 
ty to-pianthe center's activities and 
discuss possible changes. A board 
of officers composed of residents 
and community leaders that will 
operate in conjunction with rental 
management is in the works. 

"The board will be made up 
primarily of residents of Greenbrier 
and people who are connected with 
the Community in a real significant 
way," said Caldwell 

The goal of the enrichment cen- 
ter is to ermpower the people who 
live in Greenbrierand the surround- 
ing areas 

“One thing we try to do is let the 
people who live in the community 
take responsibility for their neigh- 
borhood, The people who work in 
the library and.in the kids’ programs 
are all people who live here and 
volunteer their time," said John 
Gregory, who helped organize the 
center. 

The center's organizers are 
making an effort to keep it ata 
grassroots -level in order to avoid 
the bureaucratic red tape that some 
community service organizations 
get bogged down in 


"This is a community effort. It's 
the residents of the community that 
are making things happen and it will 
be the residents of the community 
that see that this is a successful 
thing, not some outside agency," 
said Caldwell

In each of these areas, the'final 
budget, which was crafted by the 
six-member, bipartisan con- 
ference committee and approved 
by both. houses, incorporated 
these measures. 


Ohio is the first state to provide 
state dollars to the Head Start pro- 
gram, a measure first promoted by 
State Rep. Ray Miller of Colum- 
bus. Gov. George V. Voinovich 
proposed a significant increase in 
Head Start funding, from. which 
the Senate cut $27.9 million over 
fhe biennium. BEDO had 
proposed the restoration of the en- 
tire cut, and the conference com- 
mittee agreed to restore $17 
million-in the. second year of the 
biennium. 


The House had also proposed 
spending $6.3 million over the 
biennium to fund a mandate that 
all schools in the state provide 
low-income children a free break- 
fast.

Wiryou are Black in the USA," a recent article in USA 
Today informs us, "you are four times as likely to be 
arrested on drug charges as a white person.” 


That statistic in itself is disturbing. Since the rates 
of use of illegal drugs among different ethnic groups is 
roughly the same, according to a 1991 study by the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse, it would stand to 
reason that the rates of incarceration for that abuse 
would be the same 

That this is not the case suggests that racism may 
bé a part of the reason for the huge disparity nationally. 

What is most disturbing to us, however, is that the 
City of Columbus, according to a study of arrest records 
by USA Today, has one of the worst disparities in the 
nation, In Columbus, a Black person is 18 times more 
likely to be arrested for illegal drug usage than a white 
person 

The disparities, according to USA Today, reflect the 
impact of several critical policing decisions which are 
weighted against minorities. "Drug Courier Profiles"

n the subject of crime, the nation's highest- 

ranking law enforcement officer was in Colum- 

bus recently with a message that defies -- as she 
wished to -- the traditional labels of "soft on crime" or 
“hanging judge". 


U.S. Attorney General Janet Reno told 1300 rapt 
listeners at the Ohio Attorney General's first annual law 
enforcement conference that effective protection of the 
public is more than a matter of throwing people in jail 

In order to address the root problems that cause 
Criminality, Reno said, we must make interventions into 
the lives of children and youth to give them an oppor- 
tunity to avoid the life of crime 

"Gone should be the day when we wait for the crisis 
in the prison to.occur rather than investing in children 
upfront,” Reno said. 

As Reno pointed out, the predictors of criminality in 
individuals are remarkably consistent. Future abusers 
are likely those who have been abused in the past 
Children with few opportunities for advancement are 
more apt to turn to drugs, and drug sales, Early inter- 
vention into the lives of children and families can help 
stem the tide of criminality that threatens to overwhelm 
our society, Reno believes 


Mayor White and the big regional banks have 
worked together to pay more than just lip service to our 
neighborhoods. They too realize that a city can have 
the most beautiful downtown developments, but 
without healthy neighborhood economies, the cily is 
dead

often use race as a criterion for picking up a particular 
person, In Reynoldsburg, the police had a group called 
"SNAT" -- the “Special Nigger Aftack Team®, which one 
man charged was used against him in order to falsely 
accuse him of possession of cocaine 

Blacks are more likely, it appears, to "look suspi- 
cious" than similarly-situated whites 

And Black areas are often targeted for intensive 
police action -- such as, in Columbus, the ACE pro- 
gram, whose focus is largely in the Black community 

We recognize that drug abuse is a danger to our 
society = a danger that particularly wounds our young 
Black men. And we recognize that Blacks are most 
often the victims of crime, and that Blacks often call for 
increased police protection against those who prey on 
their communities 

But these realities should not result in disparities of 
justice which victimize Blacks, and Black neighbor- 
hoods, twice over. The war against drug abuse should 
not be a war against Blacks. 


Reno makes sense 


Of course, the attorney general recognized that 
there are, in every society, some people who are violent 
repeat offenders, who continually prey on the weak 
ness of others. And she rightly called for severe sen-. 
tencing for those so they can be taken off the streets 
‘for the rest of their crime-producing lives," 

At the same time, Reno said that it is possible to 
divert many others from the nation’s overcrowded 
prisons in order to focus the system's resources on 
those who most need to be incarcerated 

Non-violent criminals, Reno believes, do not pose 
the same threat to society that violent, hardened per- 
sons do, It "makes no sense," Reno asserted, for 
non-violent offenders to serve long sentences in federal 
prisons, while "murderers, rapists and robbers are too 
often getting out of state facilities." 

Reno's plan. makes sense. At the same time, she 
recognizes that -- particularly’in the improving of ser- 
vices for children and families -- there will be increased 
costs, But Reno rightly points out that those costs will 
be more than offset by savings, in future health care -- 
and criminal justice -- costs 

Janet Reno was realistic, tough-minded on crime -- 
and compassionate on crime’s victims. The long stand- 
ing Ovation she received was deserved, because she 
made sense 


Action in Toledo 


have felt, for some time, that law enforcement and 

the justice system are unlair-- occasionally the right 
thing happens. 1t-appears-that this isthe case in-Toledo, 
with the Lucas County Grand Jury's indictment of a 
white Oregon, O. police officer in the shooting of a six- 
year-old youth. 


I: a town of deep racial divisions -- where Blacks 


William, Beals, who lived on Toledo's racially-tense 
east side, said that his shooting of Christopher Bell 
after Bell and another youth had.allegedly thrownsocks= 
into his swimming pool, was accidental 

But several facts in the case are in dispute, The two 
boys denied having been on Beals’ property or thrown 
rocks into Beals’ pool. And the boys asserted that 
Beals had*shouted an obscenity at them and had fired 
intentionally. 

The case aroused the anger of the Black community 
of Toledo, which has been attacking discrimination in 
this northwestern Ohio city for the past several years 

And the grand jury returned an indictment against 
Beals for felonious assault with a firearm specification, 


which could result in a sentence of up to 18 years for 
the police officer A 

The incident is just another in @ series of painful 
confrontations between Blacks and whites in Toledo 
over the past few years. Several years ago, the firing 
of a popular Black program administrator in the city 
resulted in a series of marches and demonstrations by 
Blacks against the racism inthe Toledo city govern- 
ment, and among private employers in the city 

There was thé police shooting ofa Black youth which 
Outraged, the Black community, a_fire chiet whe-had 
been accused of racist and sexist remarks; and only in 
May Were two white extremists arrested for plotting to 
blow up a predominately-Black housing development 
on the city’s east side 

The indictment of Beals, of course. will not heal ail 
the wounds in Toledo. The Black community in that city 
is obviously concerned thal the defendant receives a 
trial that all parts of the community can view as fair 

And there is also the need to heal the many divisions 
which have wounded Toledo over the past few years, 
and injured the reputation of this city 

But the Beals indictment is certainly a good place to

When the United States Supreme 
Court ruled, in the case brought by 
Ohio Democratic officials, that the 
1991 Republican-dominated reap- 
portionment was not an. unconstitu- 
tional violation of the federal Voting 


Rights Act, Republican officials 
crowed and Democrats sighed. The 
fight was over; the court had sus- 
tained the Republican plan, and for 
the next decade, the 132 members 
of the Ohio General Assembly would 
be running from districts developed by the 
Republicans 

But there are still some folks who say: not so fast 
A couple of attorneys believe that a subsequent 
decision by the Supreme Court -- one which most 
advocates for Blacks have roundly criticized -- may 
have the. odd impact of revitalizing the Ohto Democrats’ 
legal challenge, and throwing a roadblock in the way of 
the Republicans. 

Thomas Atkins, a civil rights and voting rights attor- 
ney who had been retained by the the Democrats in the 
Case. has filed a motionto effectively redraw.the state's 
districts, charging that the Ohio plan approved by the 
Supreme Coun did not pass the court's final standard 


How can a plan seemingly upheld by the Supreme 
Court be unconstitutional? Atkins would argue that the 
court, in the North Carolina redistricting case, Shaw v 
Reno, has superceded the Quilter case 

“| don't believe the plan drawn by the state (appor- 
tionment) board can meet the scrutiny set down by the 
Shaw decision,” Atkins said 

In the Quilter decision, the Supreme Court had said 
that. the Republicans did have the right to draw legisia- 
tive districts in which they expressly packed minority 
voters, and thal such action did not violate the Voting 
Rights Act. The court ruled that, while the state did not 
need specific evidence of bias in specific districts in 
order to pack Black voters into those districts, and that 
the Voting Rights Act did not prohibit the state from 
making*its own determinations to maximize Black 
voting strength 

In the Ohio case, however, the court left one big 
loophole in its decision: it said that it was not ruling on 
whether such racial voting plans violated the 14th 
amendment's prohibition against state action which 
violates the “equal protection of the laws 

In the Shaw case, the same court ruled -- on the 
grounds of the 14th amendment -- that a North Carolina 
redistricting plan which created two Congressional dis- 
tricts in which a majority of the residents were Black 
violated the 14th amendment, because it denied white 
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COMMENTS 
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voters the equal protection of the laws. One of the 
districts had been drawn so specifically to incorporate 
minority voters that. in order for the district to remain 
contiguous, in some areas it was only as wide as the 
federal interstate highway. 

Under the Shaw ruling, Atkins asserted, “when the 
district lines that are drawn defy all common sense and 


logic, it’s not likely to be approved." He added thatone . 


of the keys to defining "common sense and logic" is the 
compactness of the district 
"| would think that. where the connections between 


parts of a district are as narrow as a street. it's a suspect*~ 


district," Atkins said 

it is that kind of districting, which the court labeled 
“bizarre”, which may threaten an apportionment plan. 

And it is that kind of district which was drawn in 
Franklin County, in order to help tightly pack Black 
voters into two districts, 

The only difference was that, in Franklin County, the 
voters drawn together into one district -- which united 
the suburbs of Bexley, Whitehall and Gahanna and in 
some places was as narrow as Broad Street -- were 
overwhelmingly white. , 

It is for that reason, Atkins believes, that the Ohio 
plan is in danger 

Where the state uses race to make decisions about 
any public good or service, including redistricting, 
"there does have to be a strict scrutiny applied," Atkins 
said 

The battle over Ohio's apportionment plan is not 
over. The Quilter ruling remanded the case to the 
three-judge federal panel which had heard |t earlier, to 
review the apportionment plan ih light of the court's 
ruling. Atkins motion to that panel was to require the 
Apportionment Board to justify its plan in light of the 
Shaw v. Reno decision 

The three-judge panel could potentially overturn the 
Ohio apportionment case on the grounds that the 
Republicans’ explicit use of race to shape state legis- 
lative districts violates the 14th amendment protections 
of whites or Blacks

We need to pay special atten- 
on to our boards of zoning ad- 
istment, boards of zoning 
ppeal, and development com- 
nissions. These bodies make 
lecision and recommendation 
garding housing pattern. They 


are asked to determine whether 
a multi-family unit will set next to 
a single-family unit; whether a 
development will have one 
house to an acre or three houses 
to an acre; whether a home 
owner may have a variance to a 
city code requirement; and 
whether a development will 
have sidewalks as well as the 
type of lights and roads.

voting district. If they did not cre- 


ate the problem, they are surely 


perpetuating the racial divide 
Zoning issues are the most hotly 
contested issues we see before 
governments on a regular basis. 
The theme most often heard is 
"not in my back yard." These 
bodies very seldom consider the 
impact their decisions are 
having on voting patterns, Many 
of their decisions have caused 
us to become segregated both 
racially and economically. 


We also need to review an- 
nexation policies, The biggest 
issue regarding annexation is 
the school district the develop- 
ment will feed into. Developers 
will not annex or build into an 
urban school districts. If 
developments annex into urban 
aréas, it is for the specific pur- 
pose of gaining access to water 
and sewer. 


Governments that have water 
and sewer hold the key to power 
if that government is willing to 
use that power. Government 
simply needs to say that if you 


want access to our water and 
sewer, you will not only annex, 
you will also come into our 
school district. In addition, 
government can refuse to con- 
tinue zoning patterns that 
segregate 


We need to develop a com- 
prehensive plan for our cities 
and counties that do not limit or 
restrict certain type of residential 
development to one or two 
areas. That comprehensive plan 
should also take into considera- 
tion the extension of any water 
and sewer rights where it leads 
to greater segregation. In so 
doing, we would begin to -ad- 
dress the substantive issue of 
racial and economic segrega- 
tive in housing patterns. We can- 
not continue to throw these 
issues in the court, nor can we 
continue to avoid the real under- 
current that is brought about by 
many of our local decisions, To 
continue down this path is to put 
our head in the sand

"Your life experience carries 
over into your work," said Foley. 
‘Anything that moves-me influen- 
ces ‘my work." 

Playing for Davis is what opened 
the door to a solo record: deal for 
Foley. He decided to’ sign with 
Motown because of the total artistic 
control they guaranteed him. The 
socially conscious themes dis- 
played on the album didn't get there 
by accident, says Foley. 

“Music has gotten so bad now, 
people don't want to think. Every- 
thing sounds exactly the same 
When you hear something from the 
old school, you have to think," said 
Foley. 

In regards to the song “.../f It's 
Positive," Foley says simply, "Edu- 
cate yourself or perish. Nobody 
knows for sure how you can get 
AIDS. The. one thing you can do is 
educate yourself." 


The song "Dreams.on the Floor" 
deals with African American enter- 
tainers-taking-control of-their own 
careers and finances. “Everyone 
should. go through the Michael 
Jackson school of music," says 
Foley. 


“Love Is Strange" attempts to 
tear down foolish notions about 
romance. Foley explained the 
meaning of the song: “The word 
love to me has more negative con- 
notations than positive. If you 
respect yourself, you won't chase 
after somebody who doesn't want 
you." 


Foley is currently touring with Ar- 
rested Development on the sum- 
mer Lollapalooza ‘93 tour. Speech, 
who performs on Foley's album, 
says of "7 Years Ago," "This is the 
funk we've been waiting for for a 
long time!

Young Black 
folks, giving 
back

lf we believed the stereotypes per- 
petuated by the mass media, we d think that 
most young, Black adults today are selfish 
unmotivated, materialistic and headed for 
self-destruction 

If we take a look at our communities 
we're likely to see that a ldrge and growing 
number of young people are trying their best 
to stay in school, study hard, stay away from 
uae and crime and fulfill their potential 

Many are also concerned with the problems 
facing their communities and committed to 
working for positive change 

I've just come from "graduation 
ceremonies ofthe Elia Baker Child Policy 
Training Institute (EBCPTI), where 120 
African American college students and 
young adults spent two weeks learning 
leadership and community advocacy skills 
Now, they'll spend the rest of the summer 
working in underprivileged communities on 
behalf of children 

Building a new generation of leadership 
is a top priority of the Black Community 
Crusade for Children (BCCC). Our Black 


Student Leadership Network (BSLN)’ 


recruits and trains college’ students and 
young adults on campuses during the school 
year through regional meetings and during 
the summer through tae EBCPT! 

Founded in 1992 and namad in honor of 

" Ella, Baker, consideted by many to. be the 

+ “mother of the Civil Rights Movement,” the 

. EBCPTI trains young people in all aspects 

‘.of community service and advocacy. The 
EBCPTI is .neadquartered-at Ella Baker's 
alma mater, Shaw University. a historically 
Black college in Raleigh, N.C 

The young people study movement his- 
tory and context (including Henry Hampton's 
award-winning series “Eyes on the Prize") 
along with economic development 
grassroots organizing, classroom methodol- 
ogy and public policy. 

The training at EBCPT! often lasts. from 
early'morning until late at night, and the 
intensity never wavers. As | watched the 
young people, exhausted from the process 
but exhilarated and motivated by all they had 
learned and on fire with a sense of purpose 
| remembered when | was a student in the 
early days of the Civil Rights Movement. In 
spite of our determination to change the 
world we lived in, we sometimes faced dis: 
couraging obstacles. It was people like Ella 
Baker and the other adults in our lives who 
provided the guidance and inspiration to 
keep us on track 

The BSLN and the EBCPTI are about 
intergenerational leadership, which allows 
the young folks to benefit from the wisdom 
and experience of the elders, who are in turn 
buoyed by the passion and purpose of the 
young folks. This is a terrific example of how 
we can work with and inspire each other 

The EBCPTI has grown -- in its first year 
25 students from across the country were 
trained in community service and advocacy 
and placed in six-week internships with com 
munity-based child service organizations 
throughout North Carolina 

This year, there are some 120 par- 
ticipants from the East Coast and 29 from 
the-West-Goast-whe-wilt-work-at-Suramer 
Freedom Schools in New York, California. 
Washington, D.C...and North Carolina 
These Freedom Schools are based on the 
principles of the 1960s Mississippi Freedom 
Schools, which educated Black youth in 
poor areas so they could help their com 
munities*grow 


THIS year's Summer Freedom=Schooiss 


offer five to 18 year-olds a combination of 
nutritious, federally-funded méals and 
academic, cultural and recreational ac- 
tivities. These schools are located in sites 
such as schools, churches and community- 
based organizations 

The EBCPTI graduates are committed to 
giving the Freedom School students a 
stronger sense of their history and traditions. 
while bolstering their academic skills, ex- 
pressive abilities and self-esteem, Evenings 
and weekends, the EBCPT! graduates work 
with parents of the Freedom School stu- 
derits and other community leaders to ad- 
dress issues of concern 

I'm proud of the young people in EBCPTI 
and those like them around the country who 
remind us that they re committed, caring and 
eager to make a difference 

I'minspired by our young leaders who are 
taking the leSsons of history and building 
upon them a bridge over todays troubled 
waters that leads to a brighter tomorrow 

| want to thank and congratulate.them for 
reminding us not to be discouraged by the 
crises confronting our communities. For the 
possibilities our young leaders represent are 
greater than the problems we are facing, and 
give us added faith in the potential for 
change

By John M. Carney 
(NAPS)—As has always been 
the case throughout the years, 
veterans stand ready to do their 
fair share in getting our nation’s 
economic house in order.

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Pacemakers are lifesavers for 
millions of people who need them to 
regulate their heartbeat.

Dr. Charles Love, director of 
pacemaker services, says faulty 
pacemakers tan cause symptoms 
ranging trom shortness of breath 
and heart ‘palpitations to fainting 
spells. 

"Many people don't realize that a 
pacemaker, just like a car, needs 
regular checkups and adjustments 
to maintain efficient operation," 
Love sald. "Pacemaker technology 
has become so advanced, | suspect 
some people are simply lulled into 
a false sense of security.” 

Love recently saw.a patient who 
was having her pacemaker check- 
ed for the first time since it was 
implanted five years ago, "The bat- 
tery was pat the replacement date 
and although it wasn't a dangerous 

‘situation; it was definitely keeping 
her from feeling 100 percent," he 
said 


Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
is the sudden unexpected death of 
an infant.under one year of age 
whose death remains unexplained 
after a complete investigation, The 
investigation. includes an autopsy, 
an examination of the death scene 
arid a review of the history. 

SIDS (often called crib death) is 
not new; however, it still remains a 
medical mystery. 

Although there have been 
many ideas, no one knows for sure 
what causes SIDS. No one has 
developed a test which is able to 
warn of SIDS and there is still no 
way to prevent it 

Each year, 8,000 American 
families lose a baby to SIDS. 
Three hundred babies die every 


Neglected pacemakers 
can be source of problems 


Normally, the body's response to 
a faulty pacemaker is fatigue or ligh- 
theadedness. For people who are 
completely dependent on a 
pacemaker for every heartbeat, 
however, a faulty pacemaker or 
Wire can lead to death 

Manufacturers of some 
pacemakers have issued recalls on 
faulty pacemakers or the attached

SIDS Is not caused by suffoca- 
tion; vomiting, choking, heredity, 
child abuse-or negiect;-or-im- 
munizations, SIDS jis not con- 
tagious. 

The following groups are at a 
slightly higher risk for SIDS. 

African Americans, premature 
infants, low birthweight babies, 
twins and triplets, infants born to 
young mothers, those who 
received no prenatal care, 
mothers who smoked or took other 
drugs during pregnancy. 

However, approximately three 
fourths of babies who die of SIDS 
have had none of these risk condi- 
tions.

Physician's and pacemakers 
manufacturers recommend that a 
thorough evaluation be performed 
one or twice a year, depending on 
the type of pacemaker implanted. 

Today's pacemakers are * 
designed Io last about eight years. 
The microprocessor circuits inside 
the pacemakers require small 
amounts of energy and their lithium 
batteries have a long life. Maintain- 
ing proper adjustment can add two 
or more years to the life of the bat- 
tery. 

Pacemakers are surgically: im- 
planted under the skin of the upper 
chest, and the wires are placed in 
the heart chambers through a vein 
that is located under ‘the collar 
bone. Pacemakers supply electrical 
impulses to the heart to maintain 
the heart beat at a regular rate. 
Compared to pacemakers first 
manufactured in the late 1950s that 
were the size of a hockey puck, 
modern pacemakers are about the 
size of a half-dollar coin. 


SIOS occurs most often during 
the cold months and to babies be- 
tween two and six months of age. 
Death occurs rapidly, silently and 
uhexpectedly, usually during 
sleep. Many infants have seen-a 
dactor and. been thought to be 
healthy as recently as 24 hours 
before the tragedy. SIDS can 
occur anywhere. 

SIDS victims do not suffer. 
Even though the baby’s body may 
show marks which look bruising, 
which is due to the settling of 
blood, the baby did not feel any 
pain. SIDS strikes all races and 
economic groups; however, it is 
more common in some racial 
groups than in others,

Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) Commissioner David A 
Kessler has demonstrated bold 
leadership by protecting con- 
sumers seeking treatment for hear- 
ing loss and considering selection 
of.a hearing aid, according to the 
Américan Speech-Language-Hear- 
ing Association (ASHA). ASHA 15 
the national association that cer- 
tifies audiologists, the hearing 
health care professionals educated 
and trained to prevent, identify, and 
assess hearing disorders as well as 
to provide treatment including hear- 
ing aids and other assistive listen- 
ing devices. 

When the FDA watned six major 
hearing aid manutacturers and dis- 
tributors last April to stop mislead- 
ing advertising about hearing aid 
performance or face regulatory ac- 
tion, Dr. Kessler encouraged con- 
sumers to consult an audiologist or 
a physician to ensure proper diag- 
nosis and treatment of hearing loss, 
including the selection and fitting of 
a hearing aid. These comments 
were reiterated by Dr. Kessler ina 


OSU Hospital-using-new-"cool" laser — 


Patients with clogged heart 
areries, often a precursor to a heart 
attack, may benefit from an innoya- 
tive laser treatment that utilizes 
“cool” light to clear the artery, 

The Ohio State University Hospi- 
tals is one of a limited number of 
medical center throughout the 
country using the “excimer” laser, 


Uslike the hot-tipped lasers that” 


were introduced about five years 
ago and caused extensive heat 
damage to surrounding tissue, the 
excimer laser uses @ cool light 
beam and is much safer, according 
to Dr. Charles A. Bush, a car- 
diologist and director of University 
Hospitals’ Cardiac Catheterization 
Laboratories, 

"The excimer laser doesn't take 
the place of a balloon angioplasty 
or open-heart Surgery, bul it does 
provide a completely safe and ef- 
fective alternative treatment for 
blocked arteries of the heart,” said 
Bush

“The consumer public can rest 
assured that Dr. Kessler's bold 
leadership will protect their inter- 
ests," said ASHAPresident Thomas 
J. O'Toole. "We applaud and com- 
mend his activities in this ‘area. Dr. 
Kessler's actions will encourage 
more people to seek effective treat- 
ment for hearing loss from the 
professionals best qualified and 
educated to provide treatment." 

Dr. O'Toole also’ said he was 
pleased that Dr, Kessler's actions in 
effect support the mission and ob- 
jectives of ASHA as the certifying 
body for audiologists. 

"The welfare of consumers has 
always been important to ASHA," 
stated Dr. O'Toole. "We help to 
protect the public interest by main- 
taining the highest standards for 
certified audiologists, accredited 
Clinics, accredited graduate educa- 
tional programs, and continuing 
education programs. Also, 
audiologists who fulfill ASHA's cer- 
tification requirements must abide 


"Balloon angioplasty is not al- 
ways a Suitable treatment for block- 
ages that involve along segment of 
the artery,” said Bush, "The excirier 
laser has proven to be much more 
etfective than angioplasty in open- 
ing Up arteries with severe block- 
ages, and in some patients, 
gliminated the need for open heart 
Surgery," , 

Inclinical trials, the excimer laser 
Was found to be successful in 90. 
percent of the 3,000 cases con- 
ducted. The excimer laser was 
granted Food and Drug Administra- 
tion approval in 1992. 

The hotter lasers that formerly 
were,used emitted beams of 400 
degrees or more and never 
received government approval be- 
cause of the damage the heat 
caused to surrounding tissue. The 
excimer laser emits a pulsating 
ultraviolet light that has a-tempera- 
ture of only 150 degrees. 

The excimer laser opens block= 
ed heart arteries by vaporizing the 


ASHA's Code of Ethics, which in- 
corporates the highest standards of 
integrity and ethical principles." 

Currently, 31.states accept 
ASHA's certification standards as 
evidence of meeting specific state 
licensure requirements. 

"The FDA actions reinforce the 
professional view that each case of 
hearing loss must be examined on 
a case by case basis and that a 
specialized program of care 
designed especially to meet an 
individual's needs is the most ap- 
propriate course," continued Dr. O'- 
Toole. "As the professionals trained 
to provide comprehensive hearing 
evaluation, audiologists can deter- 
mine an individual's specific heat- 
ing capacity and whether 
amplification use is an effective 
treatment option. 

“Under Dr, Kessler's leadership, 
hearing..aid_technology.can..cons 
tinue to advance while consumers 
continue to be well-protected. 
ASHA is prepared to do whatever if 
can to support this effort. We are 
happy to be able to join with Dr. 


Plague that forms and adheres to 
the artery walls, The plaque is 
reduced to a gas by the laser and is 
eliminated through the 
bloodstream 

The excimer laser procedure 
costs.approximately $8,000, about 
$2,000 more than angioplasty, and 
involves a hospital stay of two days 
or less. Patients usually retum 
to work in a Week, Open-heart 
surgery can cost more than twice as 
much, involves about a week's stay 
in the hospital and a recuperation 
period of a month or more. 


Bush said most people diag- 
nosed with blockages will continue 
to receive balloon. angioplasty, a 
procedure where a small probe is 
inserted into the artery and its tip 
inflated to compress the plaque 
buildup against the artery walls. 
Patients with severe blockages will 
be candidates for the excimer laser, 

As with balloon angioplasty, 
arteries can close up again after

Clad in Reach Back T-shirts and 
sweat pants, the group was repre- 
senting Cincinnati schools, stu- 
dents ages 12-18. Mark Jackson, 
Cincinnati Reach Back Program 
Director, said there is a total of 77 
students from 14 different schools 
in his program, about 10 percent of 
whom speak more than one lan- 
guage, including Russian, French, 
Spanish and-German. 

Sponsored by the Black Male 
Coalition of Grater Cincinnati, Inc. 
and the Cincinnati Youth Collabora- 
tive, Jackson said the local Reach 
Back program holds weekend 
workshops throughout the year that 
focus on everything from career 
education to minority issues. In ad- 
dition, the group goes on a outing, 
such as fishing or boating, one 
Saturday each month 

With approximately 82 percent 
of the students coming from single- 
parent families, Jackson said many 


of them "live hard lives at home, but 
Struggle to empower themselves 
academically.” 

He said the workshops at Wilber- 
force are very influential, especially 
the ones on gangs, drugs and 
sexually transmitted diseases. 
“This attacks their reality," he said. 

Many of the Reach Back stu- 
dents are so accustomed to 
violence at home, Jackson ex- 
plained, that they may not think 
twice -about-their.mother and father 
fighting and resorting to physical 
abuse. It's so common, they just 
think their parents are ‘getting into 
it." 

At the anti-violence ses- 
sions,students were given a dif- 
ferent perspective. They learned 
family violence is not the accepted 
norm, and there are positive alter- 
natives, —~ 

The Wilberforce experience also 
helps Reach Back participants plan 
for their futures. Jackson remem- 
bers overhearing one of his ninth- 


grade students talking to his mother 
on the phone from the university, 


He was having such a good time at * 


the retreat, he told his mother, he 


"wanted to go to Wilberforce when 


he graduated. 

Mary Brown, a guidance coun- 
selor at South High School in 
Youngstown and local Reach Back 
coordinator, agrees that the pro- 
gram has an important influence on 
students, noting her school's ratio 


of students.going on to college has 


increased dramatically. 


“We were losing too many kids ‘ 


to the streets," Brown said. Since 
her students have become involved 
in Reach Back, however, their 
maturity level has improved tenfold 
-- along with their attitudes toward 
life. She said the program instills a 
sense of strength and pride so par- 
ticipants can go on to a successful 
life."Reach Back is in the business

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I finally met a 
teen star! 


In the last coupie of weeks, | have been 
getting lots of exposure to teenagers and 
what's going on inside their heads. I've 
spoken with a couple of farger groups of 
young people over the past week, but the 
individual teens I've been exposed to have 
taken the cake. 

A friend's 13-year-old son has just plain 
“gone off" on his mom. He has been making 
bombs, riding his bike into swimming pools, 
throwing soap across the street to see if it 
would skipJike a rock across alake. Problem 
is he struck a traveler's brand new red 
sports car. But that's not all. He has run up 
1-900 number phone bills, ordered porno 
movies, gotten drunk...just flat out been an 
real ass. 

It's sad to see that "happen" to the parent, 
a single mom who tries to do her very best 
to help the kid have a better life. She has 
sacrificed all kinds of personal ambitions to 
ee to it that the kid has a fighting chance in 
life. She is now depressed and just can't 
seem to find pleasure in the things that once 
made her happy, including her son, who has 
turned into The Kid From Hell. 

Now for the flip side. The other day, a 
couple of days after hearing about the kid 
gone bad, | met a teenage star, a bright 
young woman that was overflowing with 
ambition and positive energy. She had been 
to a young leaders forum in Washington, D. 
C. and was very optimistic about going to 
one of the state’s better private colleges. 

This teenage star had just gotten.a legis- 
lative assistant to her US. Representative 
to add a provision to any national legislation 
that would have only those 17 years old and 
older to participate in the national service 
program. "Why not let them participate 
during their high schoo! years while they are 


still poor?” said our subject. And then why’ 


would you want to give two years of com- 
munity service after college and be poor 
during the first two years of your post-col- 
lege career? she asked. 

We then came to the question of how 
much her education at this private university 
was going cost her. When she revealed the 
amount, it was easy to see why she had no 
interest in being poor after graduating from 
college. She was having to borrow $12,000 
in her freshman year to go to the college of 
her choice. (The total bill was a cool $20,000 
for the year.) 

She was pretty definite about what she 
wanted to be and wanted to learn whatever 
she needed to learn to help her along. But 
$12,000 for one year? If | am not mistaken, 
$12,000 would have bought me two or three 
years of college from my alma mater. 

What the star made me realize was that 
by the time she gets out of college and has 
to begin repaying her loans, she is going to 
be up against a major financial challenge. 
First, she is going, to have to get a place to 
live. She is going to need transportation to 
get to her job. She is going to need clothing, 
food, utilities, and insurances just to be able 
to have the bare minimum. 

And then she is going to need to have-- 
horror of horrors--something on the order of 
$600-$800, if not more, per month to repay 
her student loans. If that is not a mortgage, 
what is? When will she be able to buy a real 
house? Will she be able to start and raise a 
family for the first several years of her adult 
life, even if she wanted to? 

The point in all this is that | have really 
wanted to meet especially more African 
American teenagers like this star just to get 
a sense of how the ones that do view their 


world with a sense of optimism understand — 


and manage their choices. 

For all these dreamers, | cannot overem- 
phasize the impact of inflation as a crusher 
of dreams. For if the star is having to deal 
with nothing else, she is having to deal with 
the dollar her parents make and the dollar 

she makes as-being,able to buy less and 
less of the things that make life pleasant and 
enjoyable; 

The recent reports suggesting that infla- 
tion is still under contro! are not really speak- 
ing in terms that the average family can 
understand what the impact of the existing 
inflation has been over the last couple of 
decades. So what if it slows down? Our star 
has still got to go to college and has still got 
to make her way up in the world afterwards. 

Forsome teens, you can already see that 
they have given up. Many, while not realiz- 
ing what it has meant to them Pate 
have more or less accepted that they will 
also have less than their parents and that 
both their parents and they will have less 
than their predecessors. 

\s it fair for your economic system to 
literally penalize most of its youth for being 
young at the wrong time in the economic 
cycle? Is it fair that a child going to school 
to better himself or herself is likely to be 
faced with such daunting prospects? | don't 
think so. ' 


Maybe we want more people like the first 
teen | described. Anarchy, like democracy, 
does begin with choices kids make early in 
life--and with choices that are made for 
them. 
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Sixty-five teenagers from low-income 
families have been employed this sum- 
mer thanks to efforts of Councilman 
Michael Coleman who forged a coopera- 
tive relationship among the city, Colum- 
bus Housing Partnership, and the Private 
Industry Council. 

Through “Columbus Works" youth 
workers between the ages of 14-21 will 
earn $4.25 per hour for 25 hours of work 
each week, Columbus ne Partner- 
ship (CHP) is providing $60,000 in grants 
to neighborhood-based organizations 
and salaries for 12 supervisors. These 
gras are being matched by $44,000 
rom the city’s Emergency Fund to sup- 
port 40 workers. The Private Industry 
Council is funding 25 workers. 

In addition to providing young people 
with jobs, "Columbus Works" em- 
phasizes skill development and service 
to the community. Those employed in the 
program will work as teams on projects 
in their own neighborhoods. 

According to Coleman, at the time the 
bill to help fund the program was passed 


in in Golumbus, the budget bill in the U.S. 
Congress had not been passed. Cities 
had expected significant assistance 
through the jobs bill that finally made its 
way through Congress as a part of other 
aspects of the Clinton program, Not near- 
ly the amount that was expected was 
finally passed. Also, by the time the bill in 
Congress was passed, the summer was 
almost over, Coleman said. 

The Hilltop, Somerset, and Driving 
Park Civic Associations and the 
Northside Community Development Cor- 
poration (CDC) will have specialist teams 
of landscapers and graphic artists work 
with the community entryways, individual 
homes, pocket parks, and community 
Qardens. 

St. Stephens Community House, 
Homes onthe Hill CDC, Driving Park, and 
the Oak and Wilson neighborhoods will 
have special programs for elementary 
age children. 

"This is a great opportunity for our 
young people,” states Coleman. “They

Total return investing

There's an old story about a father 
who gives his two sons each a bag of 
gold, charging them to safeguard the 
money while he is away on a long trip. 
the first son, nervous about this respon- 
sibility, buries the gold in the yard, where 
he feels it will be safe until his father's 
return. The second son takes the money, 
makes some wise investments, and 
earns even more money for his father. 

Are you guilty of investing your retire- 
ment savings like the first son? If most of 
your retirement funds are socked away 
in certificates of deposit or money 
market funds and other short-term instru- 
ments, you may well be limiting your 
potential to earn income for your golden 
years. Because of today's low interest 
tate environment, investing in these low- 
yielding, short-term vehicles will produce 
an estimated return of about zero per- 
cent, after adjustment for inflation and 
taxes. Might as well bury it, right? 

Need to save is greater then ever 

You're probably all too aware of the 
need to supplement your pension and 
Social Security benefits with personal 
savings to insure a financially secure 
retirement. In fact, the Treasury Depart- 
ment estimates that personal savings 
and investment will have to account for 
nearly 40 percent of retirement income.

Experts expect the 90's to continue to 
be characterized by slow growth, low 
inflation and low-to-lower interest rates.

If this happens 
you may need to alter your estate plan 

TAX ADVANTAGES OF GIFTS

The better trick is having an agent 
who will be honest enough with you 
to tell you if you have “what it takes” 
to’make it inthe business and who 
has enough marketing saavy to go 
out and get the business for you. 

Columbus has several well- 
known talent agencies, among 
them is an agency with a deep pool 
of talent and an strong desire to 
maintain: a good name in the 
Columbus market. Just being able 
to survive through a recession that 


seems to drag on and on says 
something for CAM Talent, 369 W. 
3rd St. It says a lot more about its 
principal, Carol Mosic, who finds 
new ways to represent and develop 
her talent pool. 

CAM Talent, a seven year old 
outfit, is an talent agency as op- 
posed to a finishing school, which 
provides finer pointers about such 
things as posture, voice delivery, 
and how to model.

a talent base under contract, which 
includes individuals who represent 
enough “images”, that the client 
chooses your agency for the job 
more often than not. 

For the individual talent, the 
"look" has to be versatile enough 
that it can fit well into many formats 
because th agent's job is to put you 
out as often as the need might sug- 
gest.

Carol Mosic has not been in the 
business too long herself that she 
doesn't scream when she gets a big 
job.

Columbus. Housing Partnership 
(CHP), a non-profit private 
developer of low cost housing, 
along with the Somerset Civic As- 
sociation, recently announced a 
$3.7 million purchase offer for the 
157 homes known as the Tuskegee 
Homes at Somerset near Agler and 
Cassady Roads in Columbus. 

The offer was made to the Tus- 
kegee Alumni Housing Foundation, 
which is an affiliate of the Tuskegee 
Alumni Association of Tuskegee in- 
stitute, an historically Black college 
founded in Alabama by the noted 
American educator, Booker T. 
Washington in 1881 

The project is curfently in 
foréclosure with HUD (U.S, Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development) as a result of a $1.1 
million delinquency along with sub- 
sequent interest and penalties that 
have accrued since 1973 

Most of the 157 rental homes 
need substantial repair, 24 of them 
are vacant and boarded shut. the 
157 homes are located in a sub- 
division of 400 single family, in- 


dividually owned homes with an 
average selling price of $45,000 to 
$60,000. The Somerset Civic. As- 
sociation, composed of residents of 
both: the rental and family owned 
homes, moved to buy the property 
after concerns about the” lack. of 


maintenance and upkeep of the * 


rental units threatened the safety 
and quality of life in the neighbor- 
hood, 

As a non-profit developer with a 
reputation for revitalizing housing 
stock by working with neighborhood 
organizations, CHP has also of- 
fered as'part of the purchase agree- 
ment, to set up a $250,000 
scholarship fund for the Tuskegee 
Institute with. priority given to 
children trom the Somerset-neigh- 
borhood. CHP has also agreed to 
provide 10 internship opportunities 
for Tuskegee students in the fields 
of construction management, ac- 
counting and urban planning. 

Under other terms of the offer, 
CHP will pay all closing costs, legal 
fees and negotiate with HUD to pay 
off all Tuskegee delinquencies 


CHP and the Somerset Civic As- 
sociation have agreed not to dis- 
place any rental families and-to give 
them the right to purchase the 
homes in which they now live. ff 
families are unable to support 
homeownership, CHP will continue” 
to rent the property. . 

With the Somerset Civic As 
sociation, CHP has already begun 
fix-up work in the subdivision. A 
landscaping plan has been 
developed to enhance the brick sig- 
‘ioe at the entry to the subdivision. 
Also through the Columbus Works 
program, local teens are employed 
to clear up abandoned properties 
and improve the physical ap-, 
pearance of those emply units. 

CHP. was founded in 1987 in thes. 
belief that a decent, affordable: 
home is the cornerstone of family 
life. CHP has dedicated its efforts to 
providing low-cost housing: to 
Columbug’ working poor families

After the camp had concluded, Jack 
son sat at a table, with the rest of his 
ex-Buckeye teammates and signed 
every autograph they could in 45 minutes
